Islamic military cooperation 
vital, Egyptian general says 


LONDON. Feb. 9 (SPA> — 
Maj.-Gen. Bahiuddjn Barakat 
of Egypt has stressed, the im- 
portance of military coopera- 
tion among Islamic countries 
at tbe fifth meeting of the 
Islamic Conference on Defense 
here. 

He said Thursday it was; 
important because no one 
country alone was powerful 
enough. An integrated force 
would be a deterrent 
Barakat said modem war- 
fare necessitated the estab- 
lishment of industrial and mi- 


litary centers in distant re- 
gions, which could not be 
achieved by a single state. Co- 
operation could provide stren- 
gth. 

Most Islamic countries were 
incapable of obtaining sophis- 
ticated weapons, while those 
Who could faced the difficulty 
of being committed to -one 
supplier. The development of 
an arms 'industry in the Islamic 
world . seemed a fundamental 
answer.

Bazargan calls for army support 


TEHRAN, Feb. 9 (APJ — 
Mehdi Bazargan, picked by 
Ayatollah Kbomeinj to head a 
.provisional government, said 
Fridajfthat most of Iran’s sol? 
diets “want the same things we 
do." but tbat there stQ] are 
sadistic and vengeful comman- 
ders who sought to restore the 
Shah. 

Speaking from a rostrum on 
the steps of a mosque over- 
looking the campus of Tehran 
University* the 70- year-old 
nationalist told a throng of 
100,000 supporters that “the 
array is the heart of the peo- 
ple and should not be used as 
a tool of imperialism for toe 
benefit of other countries.” 

“Most of the soldiers want 
the same things we do,” Bazar- 
gan said. “The generals of the 
army have nothing against this. 
Bat they say they have 
taken an oath of lay- 
ally to the royalist cons- 
titution and we should not ex- 
pect them to act against an

According to the Pars News 
Agency, the flareup occurred 
following the killing of a 
policeman whose body was 
“hung from tree.” 

Pare- said three other per- 
sons were killed in clashes bet- 
ween pro and anti-government 
demonstrators in the western 
town of Harsin, near Kerraan- 
shah.

tralia said Friday his talks 
with Saudi officials will deal 
with increasing cooperation in 
trade, agriculture, medical care, 
and energy and might result in 
the signing of a trade and 
technical cooperation agree- 
ment. 

John Douglas Anthony who 
is also his country’s minister 
of commerce and minerals said 
upon arrival here on an offi- 
cial visit that the climatic and 
geographical similarities bet- 
ween the two countries will 
help considerably in fostering 
cooperation between them. 

Welcoming him. Commerce

laim agreed, and said that 
there were great opportunities 
for making use of the Austra- 
lian experience in the develop- 
ment projects bf Saudi Arabia, 
He said Australia could pro- 
vide Saudi Arabia with a great 
deal of its wheat imports which 
amount to 400,000 tons a year.

aluminium plant. 

Speaking after a meeting 
bursday with Bahrain Minister 
of Development . and Industry 
Yusuf Shir&wi, Saudi Minister 
of Industry - and Electricity Dr. 
(J-iiazi Algosaibi said that the 
Kingdom had decided to pur- 
chase a 20 per cent stake in 
the Aluminium Bahrain (Alba) 
smelter. ' 

Opened in' 1 J971 as Bahrain's 
first major ,' industrial project, 
the smelter. Is a joint venture of 
the Bahrain government, with 
80 per cent, and two foreign 
firms. Alba recently announced 
■plans to increase, production by 
au additional 28.- per cent to a 
total of 1 57.000 tons - a year, and 
presumably the' Saudi invest- 


ment will help finance the ins- 
tallation of extra smelting ca- 
pacity. 

While provision for Saudi 
Arabia's own aluminium smal- 
ler, a 220,U00-ton a year plant 
at Jubaii, was included in the 
Second Five-Year. Plan it now 
appears to have been relegated 
tr a fairly low priority. 

Saudi Arabian Basic Indus- 
tries Corporation (Sabic) 
Executive Abdul Aziz Al-Zaiml 
indicated recently that little pro- 
gress was being made on the 
project because of the vicissi- 
tudes of world aluminium pri- 
ces and because of production 
of other regional smelters. 

Apart from the Alba plant, 
Dubai is to operate an 135,000- 
ton a year plant through Dubai 
.Aluminium (Dubai) 

Before 'departure for Bahrain, 
Dr. Algosaibi singled out alu- 
minium smelting as a key area 
where Gulf duplication should 
be avoided. 


Thursday, the minister said 
that the agreement was in line 
with the principle -of industrial 
cooperation enshrined in the 
formation in 1975 of the Gulf 
Organization for Industrial 
Consulting — designed to pre- 
• vent wasteful duplication of in- 
vestment and competition to 
foreign markets 
The Alba smelter produces 
aluminium ingot* which are 
primarily exported to Japan.

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AGONIZING REAPPRAISAL 

The visit of the U.S. Defense Secretary Harold Brown to 
>he region at this time highlights the anxiety of the U.S. ad- 
ministration at the turn of events, in what has been described 
as the “crescent of crisis", stretching from Afghanistan to the 
Korn of Africa. 

For the United States, the imminent fall of the Shah can 
be a terrible blow and it seems unlikely that he wiU be 
relaced by anything approaching a pro-Western regime in 
Tehran. 

At best, any new government, in Iran would be neutral 
in conflicts between the two superpowers for obvious reasons. 
Afghanistan is now firmly in the Soviet orbit, having sealed its 
Moscow-oriented policy with a friendship treaty that means a 
lot more than just friendly relations. Ethiopia is equally en- 
snared by the Soviet Union which helped it regain the Ogaden 
and Eritrea. 

Meanwhile the United States sat on the fence tantalizing 
Somalia with military and economic assistance so tong that the 
Somalis have decided to mend fences with the Soviet Union 
once more. 

Purther south, at the mouth of the Red Sea, South Yemen 
prides itself on being the staunchest ally of the Soviet Union 
in the Arab world and shows no indication of moderating its 
policies with regard to North Yemen or to the neighboring 
sultanate of Oman, it still sponsors a liberation front that aims 
at overthrowing the regime hi Muscat and the rest of the Gulf. 
Oman is, therefore, particularly in need of firm assurances that 
it would not be left in the lurch in the event of another 
onslaught on its southern region of Dfaofar now- that Iranian 
troops have been.witbckpwn or are about to go. 

The remaining sfetes • that_ consider the United States a 
friend or, at least prefer it to" any other, are worried not so 
much by what may happen inside them, for they are pretty 
secure, but by what may come from outside in the form of 
subversion or outright aggression disguised as “popular fronts” 
for their “liberation.” 

Cambodia is a shocking example of what aggression wear- 
ing "popular front” jackets can do. 

These states da not want a security pact with 
the United States as much as an unflagging U.S. determina- 
tion to stand by them in the event of foreign aggression or 
foreign -supported subversion. This win not be easy since the 
United States is severely handicapped by its failure to persuade 
Israel to give up the occupied Arab lands and find an honor- 
able solution for the Palestinian problem. 

Brown’s visit, then, comes at a time of heightened tensions 
throughout the area. And it will be an occasion for some 
agonizing reappraisals — from both sides. Few would envy him 
the task he faces. 

ONE STEP FORW ARD 

One of the first steps towards a more meaningful indus- 
trial coordination among the Arab states of the Gnif was 
taken this week when Saudi Arabia’s minister of industry and 
electricity signed an agreement to buy 20 per cent of the 
state owned Bahrain aluminium company, Alba. 

Speaking on the occasion, Dr. Al-Gosaibi said that the 
agreement sprang horn a sincere desire to embark on a 
practical program of industrial cooperation in the region. 

Saudi Arabia thus takes a leading step in the direction 
of rationalizing the industrial development schemes of the 
region which has suffered in the past from a plethora of iden- 
tical plans and projects that only succeeded in competing with 
eaoh other, and entailed the expenditure of huge funds that 
could have gone into better pursuits. It was for this reason 
that seven Gulf states set up in 1975 ibe Gulf Organization for 
Industrial Consulting to study the various industrial plans of 
the member states and advise on their feasibility in die context 
of the whole region. 

There are many instances of wasteful use of resources that 
arose out of a highly restricted view of what constitutes na- 
tional interest winch, it is hoped, wiU have now been relegated 
in the interest of the region as a whole.

JEDDAH — The small din- 
ing room in The Embassies 
Hotel here can seat only 40 per- 
sons. "niere is a friendly and 
informal atmosphere.

Covers 
are changed for each new 
patron and the ambience is 
bright, dean and business like. 

The nine waiters, all Philip- 
pines, are young, cheerful and 
helpful. They obviously en- 
joy their work. Sometimes, in 
the smart restaurants of Jed- 
dah. one feds somewhat over- 
awed by the solemnity of the 
phalanxes of tightly uniform- 
ed waiters advancing to per- 
form what might be a sacred 
rite, in the Embassies, the key- 
note of customers- staff rela- 
tions is a smile. Muzak is dis- 
creetly in the background and 
it does not inhibit conversa- 
tion 

Besides the daily changed 
table d'hote dinner menu 
{about SR 401 there is a very 
extensive a la carte menu with 
a wide variety of Oriental and 
European dishes and grills. 

The feature of .the restau- 
rant is a carefully selected 
short list of Philipino specia- 
lities and, as one would expect, 
these dishes show the influen- 
ces of both Chinese and Spa- 
nish cuisine.

WASHINGTON — Egyptian 
attorney Taber Helmy has be- 
come the first Egyptian nation- 
al to be admitted to practice 
before the U.S. Supreme Court.

Also a member of the Ame- 
rican Bar Association, Helmy 
was admitted before the Sup- 
reme Court of the State of 
Illinois and the Federal Court 
of the Northern District in 
1975. 

While also now a U-S. citi- 
zen, Helmy applied for admis- 
sion before the UJS. Supreme 
Court on the basis of his Egyp- 
tian citizenship, and was the 
first of his countrymen to be 
so approved. 

Helmy arrived In the United 
States in 1967 and received his 
Doctor at Law degree here in 
1974. 

After graduation, he joined 
the New York law firm of 
Cahill, Gordon and ReindeL 
A year later, he moved to Chi- 
cago and joined the interna- 
tional law firm of Baker and 
Mckenzic, where he has ■ been 
able to practice his specialty, 
international law. 

Baker and McKenzie is the 
largesi law firm in the world, 
employing 450 attorneys in 26 
offices around the globe. 

Helmy is the attorney who 
initiated Baker and MoJCenrie's 
Middle East law practice. The 
film now provides American 
attorneys for U.S. businesses

Despite pledge last March 

Rhodesia may be hanging guerrillas 


SALISBURY, Feb. 9 fAPj 
— A black minister in Rho- 
desia’s Transition Government 
Friday indicated for the first 
time that hangings have still 
been secretly carried out since 
the interim government was 
formed last March. 

Black aides to the Transi- 
tion Government reported in 
March that part of the deal 
was a halt to executions of 
guerrillas. 

In partiament Friday, Jus- 
tice Co-Minmer John Zindoga 
denied any pledge had been 
made to stop hangings. 

But he refused to confirm 
wftretoer eight black civilians, ‘ 
convicted under martial law 
of unspecified crimes, bad 
been or were about to be 
hanged. 

Citing past policy of not 
disclosing details of execu- 
tions, the minister said in an- 
swer to a black member's 
question about executions: 
“We waH not toterale banditry 
and terrorist activity which can 
and does result in Ate death 
of innocent men. women and 
duMren." 

The death penalty, he asser- 
ted, was a deterrent that could 
only prove effective if applied. 

He said the government had 
to correct impressions that 
hangings bad halted. 

“The agreement of March 
3 was not intended to end and 
does not protect criminals and 
especially terrorists from the 
consequences of their criminal 
conduct," he said. 

Two black civilians convic- 
ted of recruiting or helping 
black guerrillas were hanged 
in the last three weeks, accor- 
ding to church sources and re- 
latives of the victims. 

Two other black civilians, 
convicted by secret military 
courts under martial law that 
covers most of die country, 
were executed in December, 
prison sources said. 


Nine other Macks convicted 
of guerrilla -related capital 
crime® are in death row await- 
ing execution, prison sources 


Also in Salisbury, the mili- 
tary said Friday black bandits 
aimed with real and imitation 
weapons and posing a® guer- 
rillas Tuesday night raided a 
Rhodesian tourist hotel. 

They burned down an Ame- 
rican staff compound at ihe 
Mountain Lodge Hotel in the 
Vunfflba mountains of eastern 
Rhodesia, looted the premises 
and fired a shotgun at the 
white manager and his wife, 
slightly wounding she man, po- 


lice said. 

The attack was at first Warn- 
ed on guerrillas by the wife, 
Mrs. Joyce McLoughlin, who 
narrowly escaped injury. 

“She obviously thought they 
were terrorists because they 
looked like them," said a mi- 
litary official. “But they were 
plaio, honest-to-goodness ban- 
dits — pseudo teiroruaa." 

Police said officers at the 
mountain lodge found a dis- 
carded wooden replica of a 
Soviet-made AK assault rifle 
— a type favored by guerrillas 
— and a pinecone painted green 
to look like a grenade.

NAIROBI, Feb. 9 (R) — 

Ugandan authorities have been 
cracking down on what the 
official radio calls subversive 
elements in and around the 
capital.

Industrial shows are signs of eoononuc development and 
social progress. 

In a narrower sense “the show" is everywhere. Grocers, 
tailors, sho emake rs and so on, display their goods, not to 
boast of as much as to introduce the costumer to and meet 
bis requirements. 

Motor shows are no different, except that they bring in 
the latest of new technology and at a reasonable price, when 
one considers the man j hours worked and huge funds spent to 
produce an item that wall win the taste of the dient 

Jeddah is increasingly becoming a venue centerpoint for 
such technological demonstration. 

Today, one can walk in, instead of going to London or 
Paris, to see a motor show which drew more than 30 interna - 
tional companies to display their products gemus at the First 
Saudi Arabian Motor Show off Palestine Street. 

American, European and Japanese 1979 models along with 
spare parts, oils, buses, trucks and heavy equipment related to 
the automotive trade go on display for two weeks starting Feb. 8 

The show, organized by AJ-Hflrithy in cooperation with 
Sport Auto, offers visitors a “surprise” two Formula Oue 
cars, the world’s racing vehicles, are also on display, sponsored 
by Saudi a, the Kingdom's flag canin' and McLaren. 

The organizers, who claim toe motor show will attract 
more than 200,000 visitors, also say that top company execu- 
tives and racing aces are in Jeddah as a further demonstra- 
tion of the importance of the event. 


For those who want to gather a better impression of the auto 
industry can see films at the- Jeddah Dome at night. 

The show, set up on a 50,000 square: cneters, has a cover- 
ed area of 4,000 sqm. and an open display area of 12,000 
sqjn. — dimension* that make it meet international standards. 

The event, organizers say, “is the most important motor 
show in the Middle East held in Che last four yean.” 

When the fast ever motor show was held in Paris in 1898 
people were fearful of the new “machine”, but sooner they 
realized its importance — economic and social progress fol- 
lowed — much to toe credit of toe new invention.

Car repair can be fun over weekend

private chauffeurs over keeping 
the car in good working con- 
dition will also serve good. 

For mechanically-minded 
people engine tuning or re- 
placement of spares and sim- 
ple repair can be fun over 
weekends, and the more the 
motorist repairs his car the 
more be learns about engine 
trouble. 

The car manual is a good 
source of information for 
maintenance. For those who 
are not satisfied, specialized 
books, such as Chiltons and 
Peterson’s, printed in the Uni- 
ted Slates, can prove an in- 
dispensable book of the moto- 


rist's Library. For a motorist 
vtoo cannot dispense with a car 
he uses, one of these books can 
eventually, help him to become 
his own mechanic and create 
confidence in his car with lots 
of money and time saved. 

Spare parts and repair are 
available here though not to 
the satisfaction of toe car ow- 
ner. 

The level of repair is gene- 
rally poor and expensive, i.e. 
replacing a set of spark plugs 
costs up to 40 riyak, fan belt 
65 riyals etc. and whose prices 
are a little less than the labor 
cost. Also body repair for a 
few dents costs three or four 
times more than European 
standard. 

Jeddah shops are full of 
spare parts but toe difficulty 
is how to find them. Big car 
dealers have organized acces- 
sories shops and the customer 
is served well. However a cer- 
tain spare part may not be 


available, and the customer 
has to go to smaller shops who 
might not be interested in sell- 
ing a low-priced item. The 
customer toen has to approach 
him at an opportune moment 
when the dealer is not heckled 
by others. 

Generally, car importers car- 
ry their own spares or appoint 
agents who stock spare parts 
for them. As new models come 
In and older ranges are dropp- 
ed, the spare parts of the older 
ranges find their way into toe 
hands of scores of spare part 
dealers, whose shops are clus- 
tered round the Bab-Meoca 
area — to the right of the 
Meridien Hotel in Jeddah. 

There, one can buy spares 
for anything that travels on 
wheels. 

An alternative source of 
spare parts is to be had from 
crashed new cars. Jeddah has 
two major junkyards. The big- 
gest, where hundreds of crash- 


ed cars are stacked, is at KUO 
11. on the new Jeddah-Mecca 
road. 

It is known as al Nahdi and 
the cars there are in varying 
stages of decomposition and 
cannibalization. Volkswagens 
and- small Japanese cars ba- 
lance on top of American cars, 
and crashed, dented and bent 
yellow taxicabs dot the large 
sandy yard. 

Al Nahdi. also the name of 
the owner of toe junkyard, is 
a tough dealer whose pri- 
ces are liule less or equal to 
new spares. He knows that the 
customer has come to Mm at 
ter the former had exhausted 
himself In Bab Mecca chas- 
ing a particular item. 

Al Nahdi has good memory 
for items where can be found 
despite toe large number of 
cars, and he directs his men 
to any corner of the hillside 
jukyard to dismantle a par 
ticular spare part. Sometimes 


he asks the customer to do that 
and who should have his own 
mechanics tools to remove the 
item.

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Car auction is a permanent 'local show' 


By a SUB Reporter 

The "Haraj” or auction is 
ytoere one can choose, buy and 
register officially a used car 
in about half an hour. 

Starting from Mecca Road, 
Kilo One, the auction places 
are recognizable by fluorecent 
fflunffl nation and crowds of 
taxi drivers leaning on their 
mini-cabs in the early hours 
of the evening auction. 

The process in an old Arab 
tradition for selling-buying live 
.stock and other goods. 

Before tile vehicle was in- 
troduced into Saudi Arabia 
there was the camel auction- 
ing, though it is still practised 
in villages, the car has taken 
over the camel in towns and 
cities, and the process is thriv- 
ing. 

The auction place is the 
meeting point of two sides, the 
car seller after a good price — 
the car buyer after a good bar 
gain. 

Every place has an auctio- 
neer at a time who acts as a 
go-between. heckling the 
crowds to buy. heckling the 
owner to 6eU even below the 
pre-arranged reserve price. 

As excitement mounts and 
Che final bad is accepted, the 
auctioneer then proceeds to 
heckle both parties, seller and 
purchaser, to get the deal fin- 
ished on paper before either 
changes his mind so that he 


loses his commission- 

The car seller and purchaser 
often look quite dazed after a 
completed deal, almost as if 
both parties had got a little 
carried away in the excitement 
of the bidding- 

Most car auction areas are 
government controlled with 
one man appointed for each 
city and town >o supervise ail 
the auction areas in has loca- 
tion. 

He in turn apporats agents 
to run each auction area within 
his jurisdiction. HaA auc- 
tioneer must get permission 
from the supervisor with an 
endorsement from the muni- 
cipality who grants the licences. 

Auctioneers receive SR 200 
commission for every success- 
ful sale over SR 1.000 and .be- 
low SR 20,000. Some auc- 
tioneers on the Mecca Road 
which appear not to be gov- 
ernment sponsored take a SR 
200 commission for sales up to 
SR 10,000, and SR 500 com- 
mission for sales over that. 

Depending on has sales pat- 
ter, an auctioneer can make 
between SR 600 and SR 1,400. 
per day. 

After the successftd bid has 
been made, buyer and pur- 
chaser adjourn to an office 
run by two officials employ- 
ed by the auction area agent. 
Here the two parties sign a 
contract of agreement, car pa- 


pers and money are exchanged 
officially and commission paid 
in flic presence of the agent's 
officials. 

Generally, the “hara/,” 
begins each evening at 4.00 
pm ending at 7.00. Thursday 
and Friday are the big selling 
days. 

When a car is brought in. 
the p rospe ctive setter con- 
futes in whispers to the -auc- 
tioneer. Tbe bonnet of the 
car is lifted, the engine is star 
ted and revved up to 
a d eafening peak. This is not 
only an indication to bystan- 
ders that a session is about to 
begin but may also demons- 
trate the strength and condi- 
tion of the engine. 

Bidding begins. At SR 2,000 
for a car expected to fetch SR 
4000, SR 5,000 for a car ex- 
pected to reach SR 7,000 to 
SR 8,000. If the bidefing is 
not to tbe setter's hiring, he 
wiM clmb into his car* and 
drive away. 

The prospective car pur- 
chaser may ocrly at in the 
driving seat, watch the engine 
or, at most, run the engine 
while a friend crouches at the 
•back of the vehicle to see if 
any smoke is coming out of 
the exhaust pipe. 

Sometimes a setter, not 
wishing to pay tbe auctioneer 
his commission will approach 
•individuals in <he crowd and 


•offer to sell has car privately, 
this bong parked conveniently 
nearby out of the auction 
area. 

Although this practice is not 
really pernrissiWe, it happens. 
A prospective tayer is temp- 
ted to look at the car, know- 
ing that at least be has a 
chance to reafly feat the car 
■by acluaiy driving it 

“You have to be careful 
and know about cars wtien 
you come here, whoever you 
buy from,” warned one pri- 
vate car setter. 

A professional car dealer 
wbo attends the -car auctions 
daily and makes a Jiving out 
of buying and selling at the 
auctions has been in the busi- 
ness tor twelve yeans. “It is 
profitable,” be admits happily. 

He estimates that the most 
popular cars at the car auc- 
tions are Japanese made (with 
four doors as two-door cars 
are unpopular because it is. 
“inconvenient for lady passen- 
gers to get into the back 
seats.”) 

The American ‘Caprice’ and 
Buck set! well and Gennan 
cars are highly esteemed. Brand 
new Mercedes cars sell for a 
higher price than in the Show- 
room. 


How to help at an accident 



By a Stiff Reporter 

1 — Warn traffic 

Park, your car safely. Switch on four-way flash indicators 
or headlights. Run to ibe side of the road that is blocked 
to wave traffic down. Stop traffic in both directions if casualties 
are lying on the road. At night wear light clothing, wave a 
torch and shine your headlights on the crashed cars. Do not 
stand with your back to oncoming traffic. Do not walk 
across the lanes of a motorway. 

2 — Make a crashed car safe 

Turn off the ignition. Disconnect the battery if there is 
any short-circuit. Apply the handbrake firmly. Stop every- 
one from smoking in case of petrol leaks. If you see flames 
or smoke, get the occupants out as quickly and carefully as 
■possible. Do not move casualties before experts arrive unless 
there is real danger, such as Are. Do not allow anyone to 
run about if his clothing is on fire. Lay him down and 
another the flames, or roll him over quickly to prevent 
flames from reaching his face. Do not allow any casualty 
to keep on petrol-soaked clothing. It might ignite later. 


Remove it or cut it off and cover the casualty with a coat 
or blanket. 

3 — Attend quirt casualties first 

(a) When breatiyng stops 

Inspect the quiet casualty first. Listen far breathing by 
putting your ear right against a casualty’s mouth. If the cas- 
ualty is blue in the face or is not breathing, lift the chin and 
tilt the head back. If breathing does not start immediately, clear 
any obstruction from the mouth, such as dentures, and start 
mouth-to-mouth respiration. 

(b) When a casualty is unconscious 

Turn an unconscious person on to bis side carefully. 
This is called the recovery position. Remove any dentures. 
Lift the chin to tilt the bead back. Keep the mouth clear. 
Do not leave an unconscious casualty lying on his back. 
Do not leave an unconscious casualty alone. 

4 — Treat casualties who are 

Cover the wound with a dressing or a clean handkerchief. 
Press firmly and evenly over the dressing to control bleeding 
Maintain the pressure with a bandage or ask the casualty to 


press on it. If possible, raise a bleeding arm or leg. If blood 
a oaks through the first dressing, put another one on top of it. 
If there is glass in the wound, press around the wound edge, 
not over it. Do not tje a tourniquet around a limb. Do not 
disturb a dressing. Do not put cotton wool or lotion on to 
a wound. 

5 — Attend conscious casualties 

Ask the casualty where he feels pain. Fed gently for 
painful areas. Apply a bandage or sfing if necessary. Reassure 
the casualty that help is coming. Do not move an injured 
person. Do not allow anyone to bundle a casualty into bis 
car and drive off to hospital. It is always better to wait for. 
an ambulance. The casualty can then be planed on a stret- 
cher and treated on the way to hospital Do not give tea, 
or other drinks to casualties. If you do, it would mean a 
delay of up to four hours at hospital before an anaesthetic 
can be given. Do not tilt a car if anyone is trapped under it. 
Lifting may cause another part of the car to press on a 
casualty, or the car ‘may slip over and cause more injury. 
Treat him where he is until' expert help arrives.

Traffic development dwarfs police efforts

W in Oman and the 
United Arab Emirates traffic

Visitors to the two Gulf 
rtates raise eyebrows over the 
discipline or "fear” of the 

tough but weiMrained and res- 
pected patro lman 

To the ordinary motorist, 
however, progress made by the 
traffic department here does 
not seem of much importance 
Ljke any other Saudi sec , Q r 
traffic is developing, and it 
invites eyebrows as well. Ten 
years ago there were only 



7,600 kms of roads --today 
Saudi Arabia boasts of a 19,000 
kms network, the longest * i n 
the Arab world. 

Two other facts dwarf any 
human effort required: first, to 
face a trebling number of cars 
from 300.000 to 900.000 in the 
last three yeara and second. tfa e 
transportation of an average 
of one million pilgrims to 
Mecca every year. 

It takes more than five 
months every year of police- 
men duty, day and night, and 
in efi matic conditions where 
non-Saudi counterparts would 
either quit the job or stage a 
strike. 

What adds to the policemen's 
headache is the driving habit 
of motorists who are mostly - 
drawn from Asian and African 
countries -and who had no pro- 
per training. 

On the organizational level 
Traffic Director Maj. Assad

Recent local repons 
however put the number at 
about 12,000 sent to jail last 
year. 

There are no statistics for 
road casualties either, but latest 
^8u fes showed that 
15,700 accidents took place in 
1976 and 11,600 injured. 

Death toH was 1,975 in the 
same period all over the King- 
dom. 

Road development mean- 
while promises motorists here 
to be one of the most sophis- 
ticated in the world. 

According to Security Direc- 
tor Gen. Fayez Al Oufi a plan 
is bang studied to cover the 
Kingdom's road network with 
a closed television circuit. 

Work on the circuit, which 
has already begun in the Holy 
Places, will spread to other 
congested areas to include Me- 
dina, Jeddah-Taif, and Taif- 
Riyadh roads. In addition there 
are mobile units equipped with 
television cameras to help con- 
trol and direct traffic.

Before buy- 
ing the booklet, (cost; SR 700, 
of which SR 500 is refunded 
when you return to Saudi 
Arabia) you must produce a 
letter from your employer at- 
testing that you are, in fact, 
returning. All this is very rou- 
tine and can be accomplished 
in an hour. The official agen- 
cies representing the govern- 
ment often change, so inquire 
with a Lravel agent or call the 
Kuwait Travel Club in Dam- 
mam. 

From the beginning of • the 
Taphne at Nu'ayriah to the 
Saudi-Jordanian border 1,600 
kilometers away is an oppres- 
sively straight road.

Be sure to look ahead 
far enough to ensure that you 
are in the correct line. The

Turkish campsites, ratwi 
Mo-Kamps, are the tesi in the 
Middle East and are operated 
by the government. They pro- 
vide every service from hair 
sLyling to automotive tune-ups. 
The ■ latter is done while you 
wait or overnight and costs 
Approximately S10. It is advis- 
able to have this done after the 
prolonged desert and mountain 
driving that the car has been 
subjected to. At the very least 
cne should buy oil and change 
i< oneself. 

Most motorists take at least 
two days to drive through 
Turkey, but a week wouldn't 
skim the surface of what that 
diverse country has to offer. As 
in Arabia, however, it is best 
to fill up at every gas station, 
for supply trucks are often slow 
to reach outlying areas. A note 
of caution about challenging 
these fuel or trailer trucks — 
don* 1 - There's a war raging 
between Turkish and European 
transport drivers over control 
of these cargo routes and inno- 
cent motorists are often caught 
— literally — in tfie middle of 
the fray. A peppy passing gear 
in one’s car is invaluable on 
Turkey’s one-lane, mountainous 
roads where a few seconds can 
be crucial. 

Veteran travellers of this 
route — some do it annually 


from Europe to Dhahran after 
buying a new car — approach 
Istanbul with decided- 
ly unmixed feelings. If 
weary, they bypass the his- 
toric Byzantine capital entirely. 
Novices often reach it after a 
lull -days driving, bewildered 
by iis labyrinthine streets, as- 
saulted hy its raucous nightlife, 
yet too tired to move any 
further. There is an alternative, 
however, and a very pleasant 
one that affords both rest and 
a chance to see Istanbul with 
the care and wonder it deser- 
ves TTiat alternative is io driv.* 
past the city about 20 kilo- 
metres in the direction of Edir- 
ne. One can camp at any of 
four or five spectacularly beau- 
tiful sites on the Sea of Mar- 
mara. With its teeming souqs 
and numerous excellent restau- 
rants facing the Bosphorus, Is- 
tanbul demands more attention 
■han many Europe- bound moto- 
rists give it. 

From Greece northwards — if 
one chooses the Greek over the 
Bulgarian route to reach Yugos- 
lavia — border crossin gs be- 
come increasingly the sample 
procedures they ought to be. 
All European countries, how- 
ever, demand that the driver 
carry auto insurance, for which 
the green card will suffice. 

The Greek route to Belgrade 
is slightly longer but less trying 
than the Bulgarian, whose offi- 


cials often demand exorbitant 
taxes of non -communist moto- 
rists. Clean and reasonably- pric- 
ed campsites (S2-7 per night) 
can be found from Greece to 
Amsterdam. If one has the 
time, a car ferry at Keramoti. 
Greece, will take you to tfie 
island of Thassos in less than 
an hour for about S30. 

Like Turkey, Yugoslavia is 
vast and diverse, comprising a 
number of regions that were 
nationally autonomous until 
recently. One has two choices 
here by which to reach Austria 
from Skopje. The Adriatic rou- 
te that passes through Dubrov- 
nik is awesomely scenic with 
roads that skirt that sea from 
a height of 200 feet in some 
places: That road, however, is 
mountainous and narrow and 
takes at least an extra half- 
day’s drive. The alternative rou- 
te which cuts through the center 
of Yugoslavia and passes Bel- 
grade is faster but not nearly 
so scenic. People making the 
round trip from Dhahran often 
split their Yugoslavian itinerary 
so as to see both routes. Na- 
tional Georgraphic Magazine 
named Dubrovnik, "the most 
authentically preserved Medie- 
val town in Europe" and the 
English playwright, George 
Bernard Shaw, called It "the 
pearl of the Adriatic." Both 
appellations are well deserved, 
for the Dalmatian coast un- 


like any other in the world. 

North of Yugoslavia, throu- 
gh Austria and Germany, the 
choice of possible routes to 
Amsterdam are too numerous 
to list. There are hundreds of 
campsites to choose from, thou- 
gh the ones which lie outside 
small villages are less congest- 
ed and offer greater possibility 
for social exchange. 

The most complete and accu- 
rate European camping book 
we found was Rand McNal- 
ly's folio edition. As well as 
separate road maps of each 
region, it includes very detailed 
charts of the services each 
campsite offers such as swim- 
ming. restaurants hot water 
and nearby grocery stores. It 
is updated annually and wel- 
comes entries from motorists 
themselves. 

In the past lj years the de- 
serts have been halved by pipe- 
lines, straits bridged and moun- 
tains made humble by super- 
highways. Yet in the variety 
and infinite possibilities for so- 
cial exchange That much a trip 
offers, it is humanity itself that 
is ultimately humbled.

The pest meets ' the present 
from time to tame as weary 
Bedouin travelers lake ad- 
vantage of the shade provided 
by the masses of metal junk to 
He down for an afternoon nap. 

The number of wrecked cars 
abandoned in the streets of 
Jeddah, whose population is 
just over a minion, is 
estimated at 80,000. Their 
original cost wrxid have run 
into possrbtly hundreds of 


iriiKiofls of dollars. 

ugly wrecks mar the 
horizon for the art monuments 
recentiy installed by. Jeddah’s 
Mayor • Muhansnad ' Said 
Farisi. 

The owners of the abandoned 
vehicles ignored the mayor's 
pleas to remove them. 

Now there is hope at last. For 
anew scrap metal plant has 
been built on the outskirts of 
Jeddah — the city In which the 
Foreign Ministry and the dip- 
lomatic missions are situated. 

The plan is to remove all the 
car wrecks, break them up and 
re-cycle the metal in the form 
of bars. 

Motorists in Saudi Arabia 
face many hazards. The vast 
^stances covered by drivers 
often lead to exhaustion and 
dozing at the -wheel. 

The main highways are 
straight and generaHy wdH 
asphalted. -But there are bidden 
hazards, a flock of camels may 
suddenly lumber across the 
road without warning. 


A speeding car hitting a slow- 
moving camel can, and often 
does, lead to fatal results for 
driver, passengers and the 
beast of burden. 

Driving at night, when 
visibility is limited, and at noon 
when desert mirages play 
tricks with virion, play havoc 
with the nervous system. 

X know of the hazards from 
personal experience. Recently I 
drove from Beirut,- to escape 
the shelling of residential areas 
of the Lebanese capital, to 
Jeddah. 

. The last lap of the journey 
from Tafauk, on the Saudi- 
Jordanaan border, to Jeddah 
covers 1,100 km. 

Minutes after leaving the 
Saudi border post. I beard the 
scream of brakes and smelled 
burning rubber. Right ahead of 
me the highway was blocked by 
two huge trailers involved in a 
head-on coflirion. 

The tfgbts of one vehicle 
were rtiil shining and oil was 
leaking from h, but there was 
no sfei of life. 



The government tries to eo* 
courage people to help but 
most hurry on. 

If the victims are lucky, an 
ambulance arrives, followed by 
a police patrol. The police write 
up «beir report, and the am- 
bulance whisks the victims off 
to a hospital, 

The road south from Tabuk 
to Jeddah cuts through vast 
tracks of wasteland, and on 
the horizon appears a chain of 
the Hijaz mountains converging 

It is a misleading sight, for the 
grey and occasionally pink- 
colored rocky hiHs are stiff far 
away. 

Yet another misleading sight 
for drivers are dbe spare and 
Chorny desert trees. Road 
travelers -who come to Saudi 
Arabia for the first time, fed 
relieved at such a sight, ex- 
pecting to rest for a while and 
wash their tired feet in what 
appears to be a small river, or 
a brook between the trees. But 
tiie brook turns out to be no 
more than a dry course eroded 
by rainstorms over the years. 

All along the road, the scene 
repeats itself almost every 
kilometer — vehicles smashed 
and overturned. 

Older cars are half-buried in 
the sand and the newer models 
await their tum to be 
smothered by the desert sand- 
storms. 

At the approaches to Jeddah, 
the number of broken-down 
cars increases.

And Chat total does not in- 
clude the wrecks in Jeddah's 

four major junkyards, where

The junkyards hold 
between 15,000 and 20,000 cam 

Apart from Jeddah, no other 
municipality has plans to 
remove thousands of wrecked 
cars .

Volvo 240 series sells most

The Volvo has long been 
known as a robust car but even 
the healthiest of automobiles 
needs tender loving care. Na- 
tional Automobiles' new main* 
tenance shop, which is develop- 
ing into a car clinic equal to 
any in the world, should ease 
the nagging fear of any pros- 
pective buyer or car owner in 
Jeddah — where to get service. 

“Very soon now we won’t 
have to turn anyone away no 
matter what he needs." says 
Len McDermott, manager of 
the Volvo maintenance center 
an Palestine Road (EasL) past 
Prince Fafad Bridge. 

ibe shop already has four 4- 
p osier tandem ramps which life 
the* car high enough for .a me- 
chanic to stand underneath it 
to work. McDermott now has 
six fitters, or mechanics, and a 
total staff of sixteen. He hopes 
to expand to a staff of twenty 
after a recruiting trip to Tai- 
wan. 

AH mechanics go to Sweden 
or Germany once a year for 
advanced training. Labor char- 
ges are SR75 per hour at the 
Volvo center. 

Last month the center com- 
pleted 290 jobs, well above -its 
monthly average of 200. Mc- 
Dermott's express service is his 
most popular, handling about 
12 emergency jobs a day. "If a 
driver needs a fan belt or a 
slight repair we often do it on 
the spot while the customer 
waits." - the manager says. 
About ten per cent of hiis ser- 
vice is set aside for people from 
out of town. “They just can't 
be toid to come back some 
other % time. They need to get 
on the road right aw ay." 

McDermott plans to open a 
body repair section soon which 
he trusts will be busy, profit- 
able and popular among Jed- 
dah drivers. 

The Volvo center, in addition 
to bringing in some of the best 
garage equipment in Jeddah, 
has also imported that time 
honored expression that the cus- 
tomer is always right. 

One of the chronic problems 
McDermott noticed when the 
service center first opened in 
July of 1978. was the develop- 
ment of bubbles on the wind- 
ehidd of Volvos unprepared for 
Jeddah's excessive summer hu* 
nridaty. He replaced them ail 
free of charge, regardless of the 
age of the car. “We don't argue 
with the customer. If he comes 
in with a proWem and it’s our 
fault, we solve it." 


A Volvo comes wi'h a year 
warranty regardless ol mileage, 
this is honored at the Jeddah 
center.

btfred radial tires are standard 
equipment for all models. 
Volvo also has disc brakes on 
all four wheels instead of the 
usual two on the front. Ven- 
tilated front disc rotors are 
added to keep the brakes from 
overheating. 
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reminder »o come in for a free 
inspection. Should the custo- 
mer decide to ouy a new car. 
McDermott's center will give 
h.'m a free estimate of the uinr 
tn value of his old one. an ex- 
change service quite rare in 
Jeddah. 

In this way, McDermott 
hopes lo start a ten-year plan 
for each car sold, rather than 
the customary three to four 
year ownership per customer. 
It will also increase sales, Mc- 
Dermott hopes. 

*‘Our average customer in the 
Western Province is a three, 
four or even five car man. We 
hope to turn ah those cars into 
Volvos."

nufacturers have yet to emu- 
late. 

Both tiie 240 and 260 series 
have Volvo's 12-outiet ventila- 
tion system with defrosters for 
side windows, one-way exhaust 
veins under the rear window 
to remove smoke and separate 
vents for the rear seat. 

The 1979 model is equipped 
whh a newly designed ventila- 
tion unit which, McDermott as- 
serts, is 35 per cent more effec- 
tive than the old system, says 
McDermott. 

Another improvement added 
to ihe 1979 model is Lhe gas- 
filled shuck absorber which 
makes servicing and repair 
easier than before, says the 
service center manager. 

There are also more interior 
options in the 1979 model. Lea- 
ther upholstery is available for 
all models as arc rear head- 
rests, children's seats and har- 
nesses and adjustable, or "float- 
ing' steering wheels. 

Both Volvo’s 240 and 260 
series are equipped with Mc- 
Pherson strut suspensions, coil 
springs and rack and pinion 
steering which, with its fewer 
moving parts and joints af- 
fords greater accuracy and rer 


Volvo's triangular-split brak- 
ing system was introduced in 
1966. The two front wheels 
and one in the rear are served 
by two independent circuits 50 
that should one circuit fail, 
only one rear wheel would be 
affected 

The 240 series uses the B21F 
Volvo engine, a 2.1 liter over- 
head camshaft in-line four with 
107 horsepower. This engine 
has continuous fuel injection. 
Its exhaust system automatical- 
ly senses the amount of un- 
tamed oxygen in the exhaust 
flow and regulates the fuel 
accordingly. 

The 260 series is equipped 
with the B27F engine, an over- 
head camshaft V-6 with 127 
horsepower. 

The 240 series gets about 28 
miles to the gaHon and the 
260 series gets 24 miles on the 
highway, an issue to which 
drivers in Saudi Arabia need 
not attach much importance. 

McDermott believes that the 
safety of the Volvo car is its 
most attractive feature. U-S- 
National Highway Traffic Ad- 
ministration studies have rated 
the Volvo 244 sedan the safest 
car in its class. 

Volvo introduced laminated 
windshields, as standard equip- 
ment in 1944. Three-point, 
crossed safety belts which lock 
on impact were developed as 
enflv as 1959. 

AH doors are reinforced with 
tubular steel bars. The front 
and rear sections of the car are 
designed to crumple and ab- 
sorb the force of a collision 
without transferring it to the 
passenger section. The fuel 
tank is located in front of the 
tamper. Volvo's steering wheel 
retracts, it has a small accord- 
ion section to absorb tmpact 
and its angled joint folds under 
pressure.

Before the Jeddah to Taif 
road was built the desert 
route was plied by old Ford 
and Chevrolet station wa- 
gons from the i 930s, known 
to aU from their plywood 
panelling in Arabic and Eng- 
lish. as *e “box". The mo- 
dem highway came and 
taxis became Japanese, 
the name lingers. 

The Peugeot box, the 
family estate, amounts 
some 80 per cent of aU Peu- 
geot sales in Saudi Arabia. 
Farouk Jamjoom of Mohd. 
Nour Salah Jamjoom Bro- 
thers on Mecca Road in Jed- 
dah, the Peugeot agents for 
the west of the Kingdom, says 
that ii sells mainly to large 

middle-class families, who 

with foreigners who have 

known Peugeot in Europe and 
Africa, makeup most of the 
Peugeot market. 

Setting for about SR26.000 
without air conditioning and 
some SR29.000 with, it has 

three rows of forward-facing 
seats and a 1971 cubic centi- 
meter engine. Jamjoom sug- 
gests that one good selling 
point is that the resale value 
of a “box" in good condi- 
tion up to the end of the se- 
cond year of ownership mil 
be unfikety to be less than 90 
per cent of the original' price. 

Ten months ago the Jam- 
joom family concern in Jed- 
dah that dealt in Peugeot and 
Hino trucks from Japan split 
up into two separate entities, 
to allow more scope for ex- 
pansion. There is now na 
commercial relationship bet- 
ween them. 



fourdoor saloon with inde- 
pendent suspension. Aimed at 
the middle of the range of 
potential customers, it sells for 
about SR27.000 with radio and 
air conditioning and around 
SR22.500 without either. 


It is available now at Jam* 
joom's. The model was intro- 
duced in Europe eariy in 1978, 
■and it had been _ hoped to 
bring it to the Kingdom in 
April of last year. But it was 
so successful in Europe, hav- 
ing sold 150,000 already, that 
there were simply none left fur 
anyone else. 


Since then Peugeot has had 
a good year, with a growth 
rate of between 15 and 20 per 
cent over 1977, setting some 
2,000 vehicles. The reorganiza- 
tion gave Peugeot twice as 
much space for stocks and 
workshops, and more expan- 
sion is planned for this year. 

A representative has already 
been found in Khamis Mu J 
sbait, and Jamjoom is 
looking for one in Medina. A 
new bodywork: shop is being 
built at tile moment, and new 
workshop equipment is to be 
installed. 

In that expansion there are 
hopes pinned on a model new 
to the Saudi market, the Peu- 
geot 305. It is a 1500 cubic 
centimeter from wheel drive 


Jamjoom's also handles the 
flagship of the Peugeot fleet, 
the 604, Limousine, At about 
SR44.000 for the automatic 
version and around SR42.000 
for the four-speed manual, it 
has a 2664 cubic centimeter 
engine and twin carburettors, 
it is capable of 185 kilometers 
per hour. 


At the other end of the 
range is the Peugeot 104, a 
five-door hatchback that sells 
for some SR17.000 without air 
conditioning, it has indepen- 
dent suspension and dual cir- 
cuit braking. The 504 saloon, a 
sister of the “box", sells for 
about SR27.000 with air con- 
ditioning and some SR 25,000 
without. Jamjoom also sells 


some 504s converted into am- 
bulances. 

A pick-up, the Peugeot 404, 
is available for around 
SR 20,000, but the manufactur- 
ers admit that in comparison 
with Japanese pick-ups avail- 
able here it is expensive. The 
Peugeot J7 is a utility vehicle 
that can be bought as a small 
bus, a van. a caravan, an am- 
bulance, a pick-up or a horse- 
box. Jamjoom's has at least 
one as a demonstration model, 
and it can then be ordered 
from France. 

Jamjoom says he holds en- 
ough stock to cover most 
needs, and across the whole 
Kingdom there is about three 
month's supply in reserve. 
Unless some unusual specifica- 
tions are wanted, delivery can 
be immediate. Only radios are 
fined here: aU other accesso- 
ries such as air conditioning or 
tinted windows being put in 
by the factory in France as 
standard equipment on many 
cars. 

There are 30 mechanics and 
technicians working in Jamr 
joom’s shops. Visiting mecha- 
nics from France come to 
train workers, and Peugeot is 
to start a Middle East service 
school in Abu Dhabi, to which 
Jamjoom will send men for 
three or four-week training 
courses. 


The cars Jamjoom sells are 
given a free service after 1,000 
kilometers, and he says that he 
wih bear the responsibility for 
any technical fault, to the ex- 
tent of replacing an unsatisfac- 
tory car. Both mechanical and 
body treatment are available, 
and depending on how many 
people are waiting it would bo 
usual for such a problem as 
an exhaust pipe needing re- 
placing to be done on the same 
day. Twenty people woxfc in 
the spare parts department 
and there are six months’ 
worth of stocks of every part. 

Jamjoom says that his 

workshop does not make a 
profit. HSs charges wiM only 
cover the expenses involved in 
running the facility, as it is 
more imporiant' to get a good 
name for Peugeot cars and 

their service. 

The Peugeot agency for the 
Eastern Province is held by 
Auto-Marketing in Al-Khobax, 
and for Riyadh by Abdul Aziz 
Assleem. Both are expandfng:- 
Auto-Marketing wiki complete 
a new garage in March and 
the Riyadh dealers are now 
starling work on a new site 
on the main road to Dhahran 
to house all its facilities, in- 
cluding a workshop where 
three of the 50 mechanics are 
French factory-trained. 

But there is one. problem 
that Jamjoom has not suffered 
from that is facing the Riyadh 
dealers. Although the French 
factory has put up its prices in 
the past year by nine per cent, 
the fluctuating exchange rates 
of the later half of 1978 have 
meant that prices to Saudi 
buyers have gone up between 
15 and 20 per cent. Jamjoom’s 
sales have apparently not 
dropped significantly as a re- 
sult. but Assleem’s have. 

Peugeot is a family business, 
with family members bolding 
about 42 per cent of the shares 
in Che group formed by Peu* 
georCitroen’s takeover in Jan- 
uary of the Chrysler operations 
in Europe. After that move 
the company became the 
world s sixth largest car ma- 
nufacturer after General Mo- 
tors, Ford, Chrysler U.S., To- 
yota and Nissan. In Europe 
the group has 20 per cent of 
an annual market of 10 mil- 
lion cars; its nearest rivals, 
Ford of Europe and Renault, 
have less than 15 per cent 
each. It has an aggregate ca- 
pacity of two million cars and 
trucks a year.

Haji Hussein Alireza Co. L.J. 
i Saudi Arabia's larges* impor- 
ter of passenger cars, according 
to Us genera] sales manager 
David Ewer. Jn the first ten 
months of 1978, its Mazda im- 
ports accounted for 35,000 of 
the 212,000 vehicles brought 
into the Kingdom. 

With sales some 20 per cent 
up in 1978 over 1977, Haji 
Hussein Alireza sells about 
3.500 vehicles a month, and 
apparently shows a steady grow- 
th rate. 

The Mazda factory in Japan 
;s approximately as small as the 
BMW plant in Germany, and 
although the evidence of the 
Kingdom's streets might be to 
the contrary |i has an output far 
smaller than those of the giants 
of toe Japanese car world. The 
models supplied, although po- 
pular. are accordingly limited 
in range 

The most sought after model, 
the sales of which make up 
around 90 per cent of the vehic- 
les Haji Hussein Alireza sells, 
is the Mazda 929L. It is a four- 
door sedan easily recognized 
hy its solid look, with an 1970 
cubic centimeter engine. A va- 
riant. the 929L Limited, has 
more swept- back s portly lines. 
With air-conditioning, the Maz- 
da 929L retails for SR 19,500. 
without for SR 17,000. the Maz- 
da 929L Limited with air-con- 
ditioning for SR 21,00 and 
without for SR 18,000. Ewer 
says that the 929. in those and 
earlier models, has sold more 
units than anv other car in 
Saudi Arabia. 

Although the 929L has four 
forward speeds in its gearbox, 
it is possible to obtain five with 
the 929L Limited. There are 
some useful touches to the inte- 
rior of the Limited that one 
tends to expect only in more 
expensive cars: the wing mir- 
rors can be adjusted from the 
inside, the clock is digital quartz, 
and the windows are electrically 
operated. Perhaps best of all, 
a warning panel lights up in 
case of fault in the side-lights, 
license plate light, either brake 
light. brake linings, or

The other passenger car Haji 
Hussein Alireza now offers is 
a four-door hatchback, the 
Mazda 323. The two-door mo- 
del is not available in the King- 
dom. With a 1.100 cubic centi- 
meter engine, it can be bought 
with air conditioning for SR 

15.000, and without for SR 

13.000. 

Haji Hussein Alireza is 
shortly to introduce a new mo- 
del, fitting into the gap between 
the 929L and 323. The *26. 
will be available in two or 
four-door versions, with 1600 
or 1800 cubic centimeter engi- 
nes. 

Ewer sees his competitors as 
principally Datsun and Toyota, 
and attributes has company's 
holding its own against them 
in part to active marketing and 
frequent advertising. But he 
says that the Mazda passenger 
car is a quality vehicle. 

The fall ot the dollar and 
the phenomenal rise of the yen 
last year dented Japanese motor 
manufacturers' sales in many 
markets Ewer says that his 
prices have gone up some 15 
per cent in the past year. He 
agrees that some people may 
have been put off by the in- 
creased costs of buying a Ja- 
panese vehicle, but sales rose 
by 20 per cent over the same 
period. There is a caution, thou- 
gh, that the company pays for 
<he cars at the exchange rate 
prevailing when the ship docks, 
.*o any quotation can only be 
approximate. 

Haji Hussein Alireza keeps 


between 4,000 and 5.000 vehic- 
les in stock in Jeddah alone, in 
pounds across the city front 
Kilos 2 and 24 of Mecca Road 
to south of Petromin, and Ewe? 
says that supply of as good as 
any model is immediate. In 
this he is helped by a limited 
selection of colors that relies on 
red, white, blue and silver. 

No accessories are fitted in 
Saudi Arabia, and it consequent- 
ly takes no more time to supply 
a car with stereo radio and 
cassette player, air condition- 
ing, inertia reel safety belts, 
electrically-operated windows, 
power steering, a five-speed 
gearbox, electric wing mirrors 
and electric tiunk and petrol 
cap opener. Many of those are 
anyway fitted as standard. 

Ewer sees the public in Saudi 
Arabia as coming to realize that 
availability of servicing and 
parts is a major factor in select- 
ing a car to buy. He is proud 
of his service department at 
Kilo 11 on Jeddah's Mecca 
Road, which has now been 
fully operational for some 12 
months. 


The department employs 40 
median ics, L *u oi whom are 
factory- trained Japanese. Al- 
though it concentrates an mec- 
hanical repairs rather than fix- 
ing body-work damage, panel- 
beating is available, Ewer says 
that a repair on the scale of 
replacing a clutch can be carried 
out on the same day. Same day 
servicing is available, and Ewer 
says people find it a pleasant 
surprise that the place costs no 
more than the small repair 
shop. 

Apart from the passenger 
cars, the company also deals in 
buses, a truck and pick-ups.

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Experts advice on desert driving

But there is a lot more to 
travelling in the desen than 
going to one of the dealers ana 
paying for the vehicle. First, 
tiie buyer must decide what 
las needs are. . 

If he wants to play around 
on beaches and other sandy 


should do is talk with others 
who have experience with de- 
sert travel in' this area of the 
world. The following sugges- 
tions were made by two such 
people.

First they say the buyer 
should purchase a vehade 
with four-wheel drive.

This type of 
tire is rounded at the edge fal- 
mosi balloomshaped). and the 
treads are straight lines around 
the circumference of the tire. 
In addition, there are fewer 
treads which are paced farther 


front and back axles). Tbe 
driver has to decide which of 
the Wheel-base lengths is best 
for the terrain he wiB be cros- 
sing. 

; Once Che vehide is purchas- 
ed, the owner then must de- 
cide what modifications to 
make and what extra equip- 
ment to add. 

Wilkinson added a spare 
gasoline tank and thus doubled 
bis fuel capacity. He also made 
extra fittings to hold jerry cans 
which can carry extra gasoline 
or water, and installed hooks 
and elastic straps to hold down 
heavy items on bumpy rides. 

A .good battery damp is an 
important modification. Most 
vehicles have ihe battery situa- 
ted on a metal tray or brace. 
If the battery should become 
dislodged during a rought 
trip, it could become damaged 
and fail *o operate. 

Extra wheels can be earned 
as a safety precaution. Sharp 
rock, or debris left by previous 
visitors to an area can punc- 
ture tires. 

In case the vehide does get 
stuck in soft sand, Wilkinson 
and Crack have several sug- 
gestions concerning snare 


every driver will at one time 
or another have to (fig his ve- 
hicle out of the sand tp apply 
traction aids. 

As a protective measure, 
grease, cardboard, or some 
other material should be stor- 
ed awny to protect the paint 
and glass during desert 
‘shamals’ (wind). Without 
them, the sand will blast away 
the body paint as weH as cut 
beadb'gbts and ■ windshields, 
making them opaque. 

Now there are a few rules 
be should follow when driving 
in the desert. 

Before leaving he should tell 
someone where he is going and 
when he will return. The best 
plan is to travel with another, 
vehicle in case of a break- 
down or other problems. One 
should travel roughly one-half 
mile in front of the other, to 
prevent both from running into 
the same soft sand or other 
danger spot. 

Another rule is that the dri- 
ver must drive slowly enough 
so that he can stop within his 
range of vision. The reason 
is that he can avoid hazards 
such as soft sand or the down- 
wind angle of sand dunes.

Mercedes saloon cars cost 
twice as much as some other 
cars while a truck is only for 
those who can afford the best. 
Anolher reason is that Mer- 
cedes-Benz of Germany does 
not believe in swamping l hc 
market with its products. At 
one time the waiting period 
for a cur or a truck in Jeddah 
used to exceed icn months to 
a year. It is much less now be- 
cause >he demand for ail 
vehicles in the country has tap- 
ered off. But there is still a 
waiting period for most models, 
according to Ali Abdul Fattah.

AH Abdul Fartah said that 
the company got the agency in 
1960 but sales picked up in 
1972 when the company sold 
1,300 trucks of the most popu-

During the peak year of 
1976 the company sold 12.000 
trucks at the rate of nearly 
40 a day. 


rhis figure has given the 
company 88 per cent of the 
truck market in Saudi Arabia 
according to Ali Abdul Fatiah. 

When asked to comment on 
the high cost of repairs at Mer- 
cedes garage AH said that the 
company always provided the 
best service by the experts. In 
fact Juffali has a school for ap- 
prentices which offers 4 year 
course in all aspects of car 
maintenance. Some of the more 
promising students are' sent 
over to Germany . for higher 
education at company expense. 
The company has at any given 
time nearly 2,000 personnel tn 
the country. - 

Within the range of Merce- 
des saloon cars, the cheapest 
is the Mercedes 200 which is 
priced at SR 40.000. The most 
expensive is the Mercedes 600 
which, with all the options 

imaginable. f“iches SR 400.000. 
Of these, the company receives 
a quota of t.weJve a year. They 
are alt entirely hand made, Ali 
said and are sold out. “We 
could sell more of them if we 
can get more than the quota 
a Holed to us," he said. 

Other models are: 230 and 
230 C at SR. 44,000, 250 at 
SR. 50.000; 280 S at SR. 60.000 
to SR. 75,000; 450 SEL SR- 
92.000 to SR. 95,000; 450 SEL 
6.9 at SR. 130.000 to SR. 
170.000: 230 T which has five 
doors at SR. 49,000; 250 T, 
six cylinders at SR. 55,000; 
280 TE at SP. 62.000.

They say that French cars 
are built for French roads, ra- 
ther than vice-versa. They are 
designed to withstand the 
bumps, -with suspension and 
road-holding geared to cobble- 
stones and the Atps. So they 
should be ideal for potboled 
Jeddah. 

United Brothers has been 
rhe Renault agent in Jeddah 
for about a year, and the com- 
pany is pleased with its pro- 
gress. Muhammad Al-Kbureiji, 
one of the three brothers and 
a father in the company’s title, 
says that with 80 per cent of 
sales targets met each month. 
United Brothers is “doing very 
welL” 

The company, though, is not 
going all out for sales. JKhu- 
retji maintains that the old 
days when drivers expected a 
car to last no longer than a 
couple of years in the climate 
and on the roads are going. 
People are now going more 
for quality, and purchasing 
habits are changing accordingly. 

People are starting to want 
quality, he says, and United 
Brothers is trying to catch that 
movement. The firm is hold- 
ing back on Us sales drive un- 
til a comprehensive back-up 
service can be established. It 
plans to set up a full-scale 
workshop to give the kind of 
attention it sees people starting 
to demand. No site has yet. 
been found but much of 
the material has been ordered 
and mechanics from France, 
the Philippines and the Re- 
nault plant in Turkey will be 
coming out to get ' the system 
under way. 

Until then Khureiji says that 
United Brothers wants to keep 
sales at a manageable level. 
They are “not interested in 
pushing sales, but in pushing 
the idea of a quality car, and 
regaining the image of Renault 
in Saudi Arabia.” He says the 
back-up and after-sales service 
is fairly advanced now: al- 
though there is no facility for 
panel-beating, anything but a

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big problem can be sorted out 
in the existing workshops in a 
couple of days at the maxi- 
mum. There are IS mechanics 
at United Brothers now, with 
a stock of spare parts the ex- 
tent of which might be best 
judged by the company’s hav- 
ing sold parts to Turkish pil- 
grims who had driven down 
in Renaults for the last Hajj. 
Khureiji says that the firm 
tries to keep the .cost of coming 
back for repairs to 25 per cent 
below the charges of any 
competitor: United Brothers' 

labor changes are SR40 per 
hour, as compared with, an 
average Khureiji estimates for 
Jeddah at SR80 per hour. 

As the company concentra- 
tes on building up a solid 
foundation for future expan- 
sion, it does not budget for 


growth in sales, preferring a 
steady volume to an expanding 
one. There have apparently 
been many inquiries from peo- 
ple who want a Renault, but 
would prefer to wait until they 
can see the workshop standing. 
Khureiji says they are trying 
to be among the first to ac- 
hieve a high level of after- 
sales care, and the emphasis is 
on quality. The cars compete 
in price with Japanese, but 
Khureiji pins his hopes on 
European quality being more 
aitarctive. 

In keeping with the aim of 
modest preliminary growth, 
United Brothers has a limited 
stock of models. It takes about 
three months from placing an 
order for the car one wants 
to arrive from France, where 
all United Bothers' cars are 


made. Whether or not credit 
is given and how much is given 
apparently depends on the pur- 
chaser. but the maximum al- 
lowed is four months. 

Most customers tend, Khu- 
reiji says, to be middle-aged 
Saudis or foreigners. The more 
popular models are the Renault 
30TS, the Renault 5GTL and 
the Renault 12TS, but Khu- 
reiji has great hopes for the 
Renault 18, the new saloon 
model with a 1647 cubic cen- 
timeter engine and five forward 
geara, which will be available 
at the end of February for 
approximately SR 24,800. 

United Brothers only deals in 
cars, apart from the box-shap- 
ed Renault 4 van. The Renault 
trucks, Saviem-Beriiet, are 
handled in the Kingdom by 
another agent. Although there 
is some family background in 
car dealing — the father and an 
uncle used to be agents for toe 
West German NSU and toe 
now defunct British Armstrong- 
Siddeley — the family is new 
to it as a full-thne occupation. 
Their only offices are in Jed- 
dah, but this year they hope 
to open branches, again with 
concomitant workshops, in 
Riyadh and Dammam. 

When toe expansion does 
come, there is significant back- 
ing from Renault in France. 
At one level it consists of re- 
gular technical reports on, say, 
mechanical or sales problems in 
countries witb similar climates; 
on an other on a remarkable 
record of success by Renault 
elsewhere. The past year has 
seen several rally successes by 
Renault teams, stimulating in- 
terest in the make, and car 
sales are consistently high, 

Renault is the largest car 
manufacturer in toe Common 
Market with an annual output 
of nearly two million cars and 
trucks, and since toe introduc- 
tion of the Renault 5 into toe 
United States has taken a not 


inconsiderable slice of that 
notoriously resilient market. 

There are 11 basic models 
of which United Brothers sells 
eight. The smallest, the Renault 
GTL. with a manual gear- 
box, sells for SR 1 6,200. It is 
a hatchback, with front-wheel 
drive and a 1289 cubic centi- 
meter engine that promises 120 
kilometers per hour. 

The Reoauii 12 also has 
front-wheel drive. The TL ver- 
sion, with a 1289 cubic cen- 
timeter engine and manual 
gearshift sells for SRI 7,300; 
i be TS, more sports-car-like, 
has a twin -choke carburettor. 

It goes for SR 18,400. The es- 
tate model, again manual, costs 
SR 19,500. 

For four-wheel drive, there is 
the Renault 17TS Manual too, 
it sells for SR25.100. Conver- 
tible or coupe, it has a 1647 
cubic centimeter engine and 
swept'back Hues that manage 
to avoid looking flashy. 

The Renault 20TS manual 
retails at SR27.500. Wito a 
two-liter engine, the company 
claims ' a mixi mum speed of 
170 kilometers per hour and a 
standing kilometer of 34.2 se- 
conds. Power-assisted steering 
gives one the same chance as 
an experienced and enterprising 
Saudi taxi-driver at weaving in 
and out of lanes. 

The flagship of toe fleet is 
the Renault 3TJTS At SR3 0,000 
for one with a manual shift 
and SR3 1,100 for automatic, it 
has front-wheel drive and a 
V6 engine. Wito a hatchback, 
as a fifth door, the space in 
the trunk can expand from a 
normal 14 cubic feet to 42JS 
cubic feet by removing toe back 
seat entirely. 

The United Brothers show'- 
room is on toe outgoing Me- 
dina Road, just after toe tra- 
ffic lights at toe junction wito 
Sharafla and toe fountain.

Sheikh Ahmad Jamjoom al- 
Iow*j tha» it is hard to judge 
exactly, but he estimates toa* 
the Hmo trucks he sells are 
number two m the Saucfi 
market. At an educated guess, 
they hold some 20 per cent of toe 
truck market ^ having sold 600 
vehides in 4977 to 1978. 

Jamjoom Vehicles and Eq- 
uipment was established in 
1959. In 1973 the company 
started to handle Hino in the 
Kingdom, and it also deals in 
heavy equipment such as Sa- 
kai roTteax. Venati excavators 
and shovds. Cofran of! and 
Dynapower generators, oon- 
cret e pump s and compressors. 

Until a reorganization to al- 
low room for expansion las* 
year the Kingdom’s Peugeot 
agency was also associated 
with the company. bu« that is 
now quite separate. 

The most popular model in 
the Hmo fleet used to be the 
KB truck. Setting at around 
SR95.000, depending on cur- 
rency exchange rates, its cus- 
tomers were largely owner-dri- 
vers. But now companies bave 
taken over as the big buyers, 
and toe KY at about 
SR 120.000 and ZY at some 
SR 165,000, both diesel-engin- 
ed, are more in demand. 
Sheikh Ahmad says that he 
has had good feedback from 
customers on the performance 
of his trucks under the King- 
dom's difficult conditions. The 
factory in Japan has also put 
itself out to help: on all three 
models such improvements and 
modifications have been mad** 
as fitting bigger tires, spoke- 
wheefls and a bigger engine 
and creating more loading ca- 
pacity. 

They have diverse uses. Both 
the ZY and KY can have 
mounted body types to turn a 
hare chassis into a tanker, a 
cargo truck with a flat top, a 
concrete mixer, a tanker, a 
cargo crane, a garbage truck 
or a fire engine. At SR146.000 
the HY 200, a diesel tractor, 
is also available.

The company also deals in 
a luxury has. the RV85QP. 
Twenty-seven have so far been 
sold in Saudi Arabia, to the 
Arab Transport Co., to run 
on the roads between Jeddah. 
Mecca and Medine. Costing 
around SR 3 50.000 in the first 
place, they were modified to 
suit local conditions: the roof 
was adapted to accommodate 
the essential air-conditioning 
and wider tires were fined. 

Jamjoom keeps some 100 
trucks permanently m stock The 
company also takes no little 
pride in its after-sales services. 
There is always between six 
and eight months' supply of 
spares to hand, and the Jeddah 
base and Riyadh and Dam- 
mam branches have their own 
workshops; there are 35 me- 
chanics. overseen by three Ja- 
panese from the Hino factory 
who move around toe country 
as required. Sheikh Ahmad 
says it appeals to customers 
that his firm is encouraging 
local workshops to handle 
Hino repairs and thus make 
it easy for clients to find ser- 
vice anywhere across the coun- 
try. 

But a question mark hangs

over one aspect of Hino’s suc- 
cess in the Kingdom. An as- 
sembly plant for Hmo KY. 
ZY and HY trucks being built 
in Jeddah's industrial area 
should be finished in a few 
months. But the opening has 
been delayed at least until the 
next state budget in June. 

Sheikh Ahmad explains that 
he would have to still a mini- 
mum 1.200 a year to be able 
to start production. He is now 
moving less than half toa* 
figure of imported trucks. Wkh 
government slowing of - the 
award of contracts to restrain 
inflation and the growing cus- 
tom among contractors of im- 
porting their own equipment, 
there would be insufficient de- 
mand for toe locally-assembled 
product. The eventual open- 
ing of toe plant will • depend 
on tire regeneration of the 
boom. 

Sheikh Ahmad thinks that 
his market has stabflized. 
From a peak sale of 1,200 in 
1975-76, sales dropped off to 
600 last year and 450 is esti- 
mated for tiiis year.

There is a terminal 
office in Mecca and two bran- 
ch offices to handle extra pas- 
senger traffic, one next to tbe 
Harem in Ajyad and the other 
on a parking lot in AJ-Hazma- 
neya. The Medina office is on 
Airport Road. 


The company plans to lure 
passengers from the taxi servi- 
as presently operating between 
ttese towns, by offering greater 


safety on an often dangerous 
route, and a comfortable pas- 
sage. 

The backbone of tbe com- 
pany's fleet is 17 large, air-con- 
ditioned buses manufactured by 
the Japanese company H1NO. 
As is the custom in the Japa- 
nese auto industry, HINO ma- 
de a special study of conditions 
in the Western Province, throu- 
gh their agents in Jeddah, Jarrr 
joom Equipment and Machi- 
nery. 

HTNO’s engineers have pro- 
duced specifications which 
ATC daim are ideally suited 
to crosscountry travel in the 
Kingdom. Tough and big-en- 
gined. the buses are designed 
for safety with a speed cut-off 
at 90 kilometers pea- hour. In 
addition, company mechanics 
are bound thoroughly to check 
the engines every morning be- 
fore the buses roil. Wheels are 
changed after a specific mile- 
age. rather than when they be- 
gin to Show wear and tear. 

Further the buses are “com- 
prdhensivdy’’ insured, that is 
against all risks including third- 
party. Fortunately, no accident 
involving passenger injury has 
so far occurred 


As regards these passengers’ 
comfort, the company offers 
services broadly similar to the 
better Iranian services, with 
stewards, a refrigerator, stereo 
music and pneumatic suspen- 
sion to lessen some of the worst 
effects of uneven roads. Each 
bus carries 54 passengers and 
no more. 


The company also operates 
European-made buses and 10 
smaller Chevroiets, with 
a capacity of 20, for 
private charter and late 
night Jeddah 'Mecca round 
trips outside the Hajj season. 

Every morning at 8 o’clock, 
an ATC bus plies down air- 
port Road heading for Medina, 
the first of two buses to that 
city every half hour. The com- 
pany also offers two trips to 
Mecca every half hour, and 
two from Mecca bo Medina and 
back again. 


ATC is not attempting to 
compete with air transport. Bat 
the buses leave punctually, even 
if there is only one passenger 
aboard, a considerable advan- 
tage over taxis which generally 
must wait until they are filled 
Again each full bus is equi- 


valent to ten full taxis in pas- 
senger complement, relieving 
strain on the highways and on 
the outer cities where so many 
of the most grisly accidents oc- 
cur. ATC bdieves that the 
present state of Intercity tra- 
vel is abnormal, and that the 
distances are too great and the 
risks too varied for small pri- 
vate taxi operators to offer a 
good and safe service. 

The company draws up a 
passenger list for every trip, in- 
dicating the nationality of eve- 
ry passenger. It accepts no pas- 
senger of unknown nationality 
acd has assisted the National 
Security Department on seve- 
ral occasions, most recently in 
the arrest of a group of priso- 
ners, vriho broke out of jail 
after killing their guards. 

The company has also been 
of use to public officials, espe- 
cially during the pilgrimage 
season. The Ministry of Infor- 
mation, faced with a large 
number of guests for the Hajj 
and a shortage of limousines 
successfully addressed itself to 
ATC. 

The company also ensures 
an efficient parcel service bet- 
ween its various offices.

Honda: What the customer wants 


Abdullah Hashim Establish- 
ments. which imports and sells 
Honda vehicles in the King- 
dom. was late into the market 
It only started as dealer in 
early 1974, 'and faced tough 
competition from more estab- 
lished agents. But the company 
is pleased with its success, 
pointing to a growth rate of 
atmosi 50 per cent a year since 
then. 

The firm's general manager 
of sales. Minhaj Ali Khan, 
says that there is a definite 
slice of the action that belongs 
to Honda. People come to 
him who definitely want to buy 
a Honda, as opposed to the 
sort of vaguer desire perhaps 
more common in customers for 
the more crowded 1 800 to 2000 
cubic centimeter range of 
vehicles. 

The Civic, he says, is ideal 
for the sort of traffic encoun- 
tered in the big cities of the 
Kingdom, easy to park and 
smaM and manvuvrahle in con- 
gested streets. It is available in 
a three -door hatchback version, 
at around SR1S.000. and a 
five-door hatchback at approxi- 
mately SR 1 5.500 A 1238 cubic 
centimeter engine gives a high 
degree of fuel economy, al- 
though that is a consideration 
purchasers in Saudi Arabia 
probably take into little ac- 
count. In 1974 it was the first 
car of a comparable size to 
introduce airconditioning. 

Ali Khan sees another good 
setting point in Honda speci- 
fications being closer to the 
typically European than ro the 
typically Japanese. They have 
front-wheel drive, independent 
suspension and rack and pinion 
steering. As a consequence, he 
says, his cummers are possibly 
the more diceming and more 
aware of indication of quality 
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in a car. 

There are apparently two 
main groups of people interesi- 
ed in the Civic. A growing 
market is made up of people 
who want a second ear for 
use only in cities. Expatriates, 
too, are important, both be- 
cause of a good resale value 
at the end of a contract and 
beca use Honda successes in 
Europe and the United States 
have given it a good name 
among people from there, crea 
ting a snowball effect.
